Renewed 
appeal to 
save A&E 
as usage 
increases

A SHARP rise in the number of 
people visiting the accident and 
emergency department at Char¬ 
ing Cross Hospital has sparked 
renewed calls to save the unit 
from closure. 

Figures showing a “staggering” 13 
per cent increase in ‘type 1 ’ A&E at¬ 
tendances - the most serious cases - 
were revealed in a recent report on 
winter pressures. 

Overall more than 60,000 patients 
used the hospital’s accident and 
emergency department between 
April and December last year.

The findings were included in a re¬ 
port presented to local councillors by 
the Imperial College NHS Trust, 
which manages the hospital. 

The spike in attendances has led to 
fresh calls for the North West Lon¬ 
don Clinical Commissioning Group 
to halt its ‘Shaping a Healthier Fu¬ 
ture’ programme. 

A&E units have already been 
closed at Hammersmith Hospital and 
Central Middlesex Hospital, and crit¬ 
ics fear that Charing Cross could also 
lose its ‘blue light’ services under the 
plans.

Zac to give 
memorials 
a clean-up 
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Grow your own food, schools are told 


T HE Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson MP, confirmed this 
week that 21 schools will share 
a £42,000 funding pot, allowing them 
to grow their own food as part of his 
ongoing drive to tackle obesity in the 
capital and get young Londoners eat¬ 
ing more healthily. 

A total of 21 schools in Lambeth 
and Croydon will receive grants 
ranging between £300 and £3,000 
from the School Garden Grants 
scheme to create or improve edible 
gardens, which will be used to edu¬ 
cate children about the food they eat 
and help them to lead healthier lives. 

Lambeth and Croydon were both 
selected by the mayor to be Food 
Flagship Boroughs last year, working 
to tackle child obesity through better 
diets and food education. 

In a UK first, the boroughs are 
making changes to the way food is 
served in schools, hospitals, and - 
working with major supermarkets 
and other retailers - on the high 
street. 

The aim is to show that joined up 
thinking can improve health and ac¬ 
ademic attainment of pupils and also 
of adults in the local communities

they serve. 

Mr Johnson said: “I am delighted 
to be working with Whole Kids 
Foundation as we introduce this in¬ 
novative scheme to Croydon and 
Lambeth - two boroughs that are 
doing great work to improve diets 
and attitudes to food.” 

He added: “School Garden Grants 
are a great way to harness the enthu¬ 
siasm of teachers, children and par¬ 
ents toward eating more fruit, 
vegetables and quality, affordable 
food. Eating well helps not only to 


avoid health problems now and in 
the future, but has been shown to be 
a key ingredient to classroom suc¬ 
cess.” 

Projects in Lambeth include: 

■ Sudbourne School will receive 
£2,600 to introduce chickens to their 
existing school garden. Pupils and 
parents will be supported by Father 
Nature, a social enterprise promoting 
children’s learning through nature 
and helping young fathers gain gar¬ 
dening skills, build confidence and 
find employment. Together, they will 
prepare the site and the eggs will be 
used in cooking classes and any sur¬ 
plus sold to the school community. 

■ Julian’s Primary School will re¬ 
ceive £1,170 to create a small shop 
next to the garden where children can 
sell produce and products they have 
grown and made. Children will pick 
and prepare seasonal produce, make 
preserves, create a school recipe 
book, collect and package seeds and 
grow plants in pots to sell. 

Projects in Croydon include: 

■ St Giles will receive £3,000 to 
help build purpose built, wheelchair 
accessible beds, an outdoor shelter 
for the pupils, and specialist tools. St 


Giles is a special school for pupils 
with physical disabilities, complex 
medical needs and complex speech 
and language needs. 

This will be the first ever ‘Edible 
Playground’ in a special school, with 
a significant amount of additional 
funding raised by Trees for Cities 
■ Shirley High School will receive 
£799 and is the only secondary 
school in Croydon that will receive a 
School Garden Grant. The garden 
will be primarily tended by Food 
Technology students along with dis¬ 
engaged students. The grant will pay 
for raised beds, basic tools and 
equipment along with a small storage 
shed. 

The Mayor has teamed up with 
Whole Kids Foundation to deliver 
the School Garden Grants scheme. 
Whole Kids Foundation - the chari¬ 
table arm of Whole Foods Market - 
has run the scheme in the US and 
Canada for five years, with impres¬ 
sive results. 

Their work there has funded 3,014 
school gardens, trained 8,438 teach¬ 
ers and served 3,796,922 students. 
By encouraging children to plant, 
nurture, harvest, cook and eat food 


they have grown themselves, the 
pilot scheme in London will help 
them to foster a love of good food 
and increase understanding of how 
diet impacts on health. 

Benjamin Woodgate from Whole 
Kids Foundation said: “The more 
kids know and feel connected to their 
food, the more curious they become 
about how things grow or taste, and 
the more willing they are to try new 
foods. This is why we believe in ed¬ 
ible garden learning spaces.” 

■ The London Food Flagship pro¬ 
gramme is one of a number of initia¬ 
tives supported by the Mayor aimed 
at tackling obesity amongst school 
children. They include the multi-mil- 
lion pound Sports Legacy pro¬ 
gramme to get young people and the 
wider population involved in physi¬ 
cal activity; the Healthy Schools 
London awards, which supports and 
recognises school achievements in 
pupil health and wellbeing; and the 
Takeaways Tookit, which the differ¬ 
ent ways that local authorities can 
tackle the impact of fast food on 
Londoners' health, for example by 
limiting the number of fast food out¬ 
lets near schools.

Film’s food for thought

A GROUP of teenagers 
have brought Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham’s food 
bank into focus with a 
new film. 

The team of 13 Hammer¬ 
smith Academy students vis¬ 
ited the food bank and met 
founder Daphine Aikens be¬ 
fore re-telling its story on cam¬ 
era. 

The film, which will be 
shown for the first time this 
week, documents the struggles 
of the borough’s most vulner¬ 
able people as they rely on the 
support of volunteers to pro¬ 
vide food packages. 

One of Hammersmith and 
Fulham’s most popular chari¬ 
table causes, the food bank has 
already provided 36,000 meals 
for those in need. 

Santiago Cerro, 17, said the 
visit had opened his eyes to the 
“massive issue that is happen¬ 
ing on my doorstep”. 

“We have all become really 
passionate about the cause,” he 
said. “We have proven that if 
we are given the right skills, 
resources and time, young peo¬ 
ple truly can make a difference 
within our community.” 

During the visit, the team of 
15 to 17-year-olds filmed their 


experiences and are now ap¬ 
plying the finishing touches in 
the editing suite. They also col¬ 
lected donations of food and 
were able to offer a package to 
add to the bank’s supplies. 

Poonum Chamdal, a senior 
youth worker at the Sulgrave 
club in Shepherd’s Bush, 
which led the project, said: 
“The group was amazing. I 
didn’t expect them to be as en¬ 


gaged and dedicated as they 
were. They were fantastic.” 

Launched in 2010, the food 
bank is based in Fulham and 
runs a weekly outreach service 
in Shepherd’s Bush. It is set to 
open a new ‘hub’ in Bloem¬ 
fontein Road, White City, in 
March. 

The food bank recently re¬ 
ceived a £8,000 grant from 
Hammersmith United Chari¬ 


ties, while Hammersmith and 
Fulham council is helping to 
fund the new centre. 

Councillor Sue Fennimore, 
the council’s cabinet member 
for social inclusion, said: “I 
have nothing but admiration 
for the hard work of Daphine 
and her food bank team, as 
well as these dedicated pupils. 
They all deserve huge amounts 
of praise.”

of people using Charing Cross 
A&E continues to soar, with 
ambulance crews increasingly 
choosing to bring patients to 
Charing Cross in emergencies, 
while strains on other emer¬ 
gency and urgent care units are 
also increasing. 

“In this pressure-cooker en¬ 
vironment, it would be extraor¬ 
dinary to close the A&E at 
Charing Cross when it is more 
in demand than ever.” 

The report revealed that the 
number of major trauma ‘type 
1 ’ attendances rose from 
25,925 between April and De¬ 
cember 2014 to 29,318 for the 
same period last year - a jump 
of 13.1 per cent. 

Overall A&E attendances at 
Charing Cross, including 
minor injuries, rose by 3.6 per 
cent from 58,017 to 60,095. 

The findings also show that 
the trust fell short of achieving 
its target waiting times in eight 
of the nine months between 
April and December. 

The proportion of patients 
assessed, treated and dis¬ 
charged within four hours 
slipped to 88 per cent in De¬ 
cember, well below the na¬ 
tional standard of 95 per cent. 

Jim Grealy, from the Save 
Our Hospitals campaign, 
warned that downgrading the

A&E unit would create longer 
travel and waiting times for pa¬ 
tients who may be unsure 
where to go for treatment. 

“Asking people without 
medical training to self-diag- 
nose cannot be good for health. 
Some will be left wondering: 
where do I go for help?” he 
said. “Basic demands of urgent 
care are not being met as things 
stand so if they close any more 
hospital facilities additional 
strain will be put on St Mary’s 
Hospital. 

“Closing one will have an 
immediate impact on all others. 
They need to keep all the A&E 
spaces they have got.” 


A spokeswoman for the 
CCG insisted that an A&E de¬ 
partment would remain at 
Charing Cross, although it may 
be in a “different shape and 
form”. 

She added: “The Shaping a 
Healthier Future programme 
has already delivered an addi¬ 
tional 59,560 GP appointments 
a year in the evening and at 
weekends for the residents of 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

“Further investment in 
2015/16 will see new and im¬ 
proved community care with 
more services closer to pa¬ 
tients’ homes, enabling better 
management of long-term con¬ 
ditions, keeping people well 
for longer and preventing un¬ 
necessary hospital admis¬ 
sions.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council has written to the 
health secretary, Jeremy Hunt 
MP, urging him to step in and 
scrap the plans. It follows the 
publication of a report by the 
Independent Healthcare Com¬ 
mission, chaired by Michael 
Mansfield QC, which con¬ 
cluded that the programme was 
“deeply flawed”. 

A public meeting will be 
held to discuss the future of 
Charing Cross Hospital at 
Hammersmith Town Hall 
tonight (Tuesday) at 7.30pm.

Lucky for some: 
fat cats escape 
scrutiny again 

S MEs accounted for 60 per cent of private sec¬ 
tor employment at the beginning of 2015 and 
are truly the lifeblood of our economy; with¬ 
out their innovation, trail-blazing initiatives and 
honest contribution to our society, the UK’s financial 
position would be less Richard Branson and more 
Kanye West - who claims to be in $53million worth 
of debt despite being the ‘world’s greatest rock star’, 
or at least I’m told. 

Big business no doubt makes a significant contribution 
to Mr Osborne’s balance sheet; however, it’s clear to see 
from recent newspaper headlines that more needs to be 
done to improve transparency in order to avoid any repeat 
offending by the likes of Google, Starbucks and Facebook, 
to name just a few. 

The issue of transparency spans much more than finan¬ 
cial issues and barely-legal tax avoidance practices. This 
week the fat cats were left with all nine lives intact after 
plans to force companies with more than 250 employees to 
disclose how much they are paying male and female staff 
were postponed until at least 2018. 

Under the plans, a league table of around 8,000 firms, 
which would name and shame the worst offenders, will be 
published in the hopes of tackling a problem that is almost 
unimaginable, yet continues to exist in the 21st century. I 
support the plans, so much so that I see no reason as to why 
it shouldn’t be expanded to include every business. It’s 
common sense that men and women should be paid the 
same, but as we all know, common sense ain’t that com¬ 
mon. 

Ever since I launched our in-house apprenticeship pro¬ 
gramme I’ve been tirelessly trying to attract more women 
into the trades, which is often unfairly stereotyped as being 
a male-only industry. 

Over the years I have managed to address this imbalance 
and could wax lyrically about the success of our female em¬ 
ployees, and have in fact done so when I welcomed the Em¬ 
ployment Minister, Esther McVey, to Pimlico’s Lambeth 
HQ as part of the Not Just For Boys campaign, an initiative 
which aims to inspire a generation of young women. 

At Pimlico we are actively seeking to attract more 
women into our trade department, but it’s also important 
that there is a strong gender mix across all areas of the busi¬ 
ness, from accounts and HR through to recruitment and our 
call centre. 

The gender pay gap is something that defies all logic and 
needs to be tackled head on - it is unacceptable at all levels. 
This is why I would like to see the UK’s SMEs once again 
demonstrate their integrity and progressive attitude, by en¬ 
couraging the government to include businesses of all sizes 
in any gender pay gap plans. 

If, like I said earlier, SMEs account for 60 per cent of 
private sector employment, then everyone should share 
their payroll documents and show society that the amount 
in your pay packet at the end of the month is determined 
by ability and hard work, not your gender. Hopefully this 
plan, which itself doesn’t discriminate, will help us to fully 
eliminate an archaic problem that has no place in the UK, 
once and for all.

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Child mental health: following Kate’s lead

FOLLOWING calls by the 
Duchess of Cambridge for more 
action to help children with 
mental health problems, Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea health chiefs 
are to introduce a 24-hour emer¬ 
gency helpline in a bid to help 
save the 900 or so primary chil¬ 
dren in the borough who are at 
risk of a long life of misery. 

Last week the Duchess 
launched the Young Minds Mat¬ 
ter campaign, calling for the 
taboo of child mental health to 
be broken. Working from a tem¬ 
porary newsroom at Kensington 
Palace as guest editor of The 
Hujfington Post , she wrote that 
for too long parents have been 
“embarrassed” to admit children 
need psychiatric care, worried 
of the stigma this may attract. 

But she said it was time for 
our perception of mental illness 
to change, and said she and her 
husband, the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge, “would not hesitate” to 
seek help if their children, two- 
year-old George and nine- 
month-old Charlotte, needed it. 

Now investigations have re¬ 
vealed that action on child men¬ 
tal health is urgently needed in 
the Duchess’s own “back yard”, 
the royal borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea, where thou¬ 
sands of children and young 
people are in need of help. 

Official figures in a health re¬ 
port for Kensington and Chelsea 
Council have revealed that: 

■ “Almost 8,000 children and 
young people in Kensington and 
Chelsea are likely to be in need 
of mental health information, 
advice and support”. 

■ “An estimated 2,300 children 
have some type of mental health 
disorder.” 

■ “About 900 children have a 
serious mental health disorder”. 

■ “One in five children diag¬ 
nosed with a mental health dis¬ 
order are likely to have more 
than one disorder”. 

■ “About 900 pupils in main¬ 
tained primary schools and 600 
in secondary schools are likely 
to be in need of mental health 
support.” 

Local health chiefs are back¬ 
ing the Duchess of Cambridge’s 
campaign for greater awareness 
and support of child mental ill 
health because experts calculate

that poor mental health in chil¬ 
dren frequently leads to a life¬ 
time problem. 

Local figures reveal that 
mental ill health is 14 times 
more likely than cancer to cause 
of life of disability. 

A report for the Kensington 
& Chelsea Joint Health and 
Wellbeing Strategy states that 
“the main cause of life with dis¬ 
ability” is mental ill health - 
which causes 42 per cent of life¬ 
long disablements. By compar¬ 
ison, heart disease causes six 
per cent and cancer three per 
cent. 

The report states: “Around 
half of people with lifetime 
mental problems experience 
their first symptoms by the age 
of 14.” 

Endorsing the Duchess’s plea 
for more action on child mental 
health, it adds: “By promoting 
good mental health and inter¬ 
vening early, particularly in the 
crucial childhood and teenage 
years, we can help to prevent 
mental illness from developing 
and mitigate its effects when it 
does. It is important to recog¬ 
nise that there is much we can 
do to protect and promote well¬ 
being and resilience in our early 
years, into adulthood and then 
on to a healthy old age. Taking 
a life course approach and em¬ 
bedding provision for good 
mental health into all of our 
work is essential, especially 
given the fact that 42 per cent of 
people experiencing life with 
disability in our borough do so 
as a result of mental ill health.” 

But now the Central & North 
West London NHS Trust, which 


covers Kensington and Chelsea, 
is to act and set up an emer¬ 
gency mental health childline 
and a “rapid response team” 
which will be on hand for chil¬ 
dren, young people and parents 
24 hours a day, every day of the 
year. 

The dedicated Single Point of 
Access line will immediately 
connect children with mental 
health issues with experts who 
can help. 

The childline, which will be 
established later this year, fol¬ 
lows the introduction in No¬ 
vember of an adult Single Point 
of Access line which has been 
used more than 1,700 times in 
the past three months, with 500 
callers needing urgent or emer¬ 
gency help. 

The Single Point of Access 
adult line is 0800 0234 650. 

A spokesman for the CNWL 
Trust said: “The Single Point of 
Access is open 24 hours a day 
365 days a year, and staffed by 
mental health professionals who 
answer the calls to support pa¬ 
tients through the system. 

“CNWL’s home treatment 
teams now include a 24-hour 
rapid response service to accept 
direct referrals from the Single 
Point of Access and the Trust 
has redesigned its adult commu¬ 
nity mental health services to 
bring together the assessment 
and brief treatment teams and 
community recovery teams to 
form locality community mental 
health teams. 

Selena Cox, CNWL’s Single 
Point of Access Manager, 
added: “Some patients felt they 
were passed between services, 
didn’t know who to call and 
they were stuck in care for too 
long. We make the process sim¬ 
ple - one number to call; there 
is no wrong front door.” 

“We try to get a picture of 
someone’s needs - are they safe 
at that point in time? Fifty per 
cent of calls come through as ur¬ 
gent but that’s not always the 
case. 

“By taking people through an 
assessment of the risks, we ar¬ 
rive at a good clinical judge¬ 
ment about them. We have a 
doctor in the team too in case a 
GP wants to discuss the case in 
more detail or we need senior 
clinical leadership.

Empire still not ready to strike back 


DOZENS more concerts have 
had to be rescheduled as repair 
works at one of west London’s 
premier music venues continue 
to cause problems. 

Bosses have confirmed that 
the 02 Shepherd’s Bush Empire 
will remain closed for several 
more weeks while maintenance 
work is carried out on the 
venue’s roof. 

It was confirmed last week 
that repairs will extend into 
April, with many more shows re¬ 
arranged, switched to a new 
venue or cancelled altogether. 

Concerts by artists including 
The Coral and Newton Faulkner 
have been moved following the 
announcement, while comedian 
Ed Byrne’s ‘Outside, Looking 
In’ show has been moved back to 
June. The venue has been closed 
since December 4 last year when 


structural issues were discovered 
hours before a gig was due to 
start. In a statement, Academy 
Music Group, which owns the 
venue, apologised for the delays. 

“Following the closure of 02 
Shepherd’s Bush Empire on Fri¬ 
day December 4 and further in¬ 
spections, structural engineers 
have advised that works to the 
roof structure will extend into 
April,” it said. “We are sorry that 
these extended restoration works 
mean that further shows will ei¬ 
ther be moved to other venues in 
London or rescheduled as neces¬ 
sary. Once again, we thank 
artists, promoters and fans for 
their cooperation and patience 
and wish to reassure everyone 
that safety is our priority.” 

Rock band The Courteeners 
were due to perform at the iconic 
venue on December 4 but prob¬ 


lems with the roof led to the sud¬ 
den postponement. 

The venue posted on Twitter 
at the time that a “structural 
issue” in the building had forced 
the closure only hours before the 
band was due to take to the 
stage. Several other concerts 
planned for December and Janu¬ 
ary were rescheduled or moved 
to other venues, while similar 
arrangements have now been 
made for forthcoming dates in 
February, March and April. 

The 112-year-old theatre hosts 
around 180 events and wel¬ 
comes 250,000 music fans each 
year. It was built as a music hall 
in 1903 and became the BBC’s 
Television Theatre in the 1950s.

since it opened on 3 November 
2015. Of those, over 1,000 needed 
treatment in our secondary mental 
health services and just under a 
third, about 500 people, needed 
urgent or emergency treatment. 
We triage the patient and if a pa¬ 
tient needs to be seen urgently we 
call the Rapid Response Team to 
respond. 

“For example, if a GP has 
someone in the surgery with them 
then we can send in the Rapid Re¬ 
sponse Team straight to the GP to 
see them or if we are worried that 


someone is not responding to calls 
the Rapid Response can visit them 
too. The team then assess them 
face-to-face and develop a plan 
for how to resolve the crisis.” 

The Trust reports that the main 
reaction to the helpline has been, 
“Why didn’t someone do this 
sooner?” 

A new survey for the Time To 
Change campaign, which is or¬ 
ganised by the charity Mind and 
supported by the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambrdige, has re¬ 
vealed that nearly two thirds of 


people in London with mental 
health problems are left feeling 
isolated (65 per cent), worthless 
(57 per cent) and ashamed (60 per 
cent) because of the stigma and 
discrimination they have faced for 
their illness. 

Sue Baker, Director of Time to 
Change, said: “This survey shows 
that stigma is still having a huge 
impact on how people feel about 
themselves and holding back their 
lives. We need to replace silence 
and stigma with talking, greater 
understanding and support.”

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The art of picking winners 


A MAJOR exhibition of the 
private art collection of 
“the voice of racing”, the 
late Sir Peter O’Sullevan, will be 
held at Belgravia’s Osborne Stu¬ 
dio Gallery throughout March. 

Some of the items to be exhibited at 
the show of the Chelsea resident’s col¬ 
lection, which will run from March 9 to 
April 1, will be for sale. 

Although Sir Peter was famous as 
flawless commentator, bon viveur and 
lover of jazz and birdsong, he was also 
an art collector and connoisseur of dis¬ 
tinction, writes Geoff Baker. 

“His Chelsea flat was crammed with 
paintings and sculpture, most of them 
equestrian subjects, but also works 
from his travels to remote places, espe¬ 
cially in North Africa,” said a spokes¬ 
woman for the gallery of which Sir 
Peter became chairman after his retire¬ 
ment. 

“The Osborne Studio Gallery will 
show many works owned by Sir Peter, 
together with a number of bequeathed 
works from his collection. A benefici¬ 
ary of these sales will be the Peter O’¬ 
Sullevan Charitable Trust. The period 
of the exhibition includes the four days 
of the Cheltenham Festival, his 
favourite time of the year. 

“The exhibition will show a selec¬ 
tion of precious relics, to ‘open a win¬ 
dow’ on both his private and public life, 
on and off the Turf. Highlights include 
racing commentary charts, a musical 
greeting from Andrew Lloyd Webber, 
and even the script for his appearance 
on The Morecambe and Wise Show.” 

In a personal memoir for the exhibi¬ 
tion, Osborne Gallery director Geoffrey 
Hughes said: “Soon after I set up the 
Osborne Studio Gallery in 1986 I had 
a visit, quite out of the blue, from my 
boyhood hero. Ahead of the game, as 
ever, he had heard that our gallery was 
to specialise in racing and equestrian 
art. From day one he offered enormous 
encouragement and support and I was, 
of course, over the moon that a man I 
idolised should take such an interest in 
this new enterprise. 

“Over the subsequent years we de¬ 
veloped a strong friendship. In 1998, 
soon after his final commentary and re¬ 
tirement on Hennessy Gold Cup day 
the previous November I, on a whim, 
and assisted by plentiful Dutch 
courage, asked Peter whether he would 
consider becoming our chairman. He 
did not give me an immediate answer 
but, to my amazement, he rang the next 
day to say he would be delighted to do 
so. 

“Over the next 18 years OSG had 
tremendous support from Peter. With 
his ever discerning eye, he loved com¬ 
ing to the private views, and his pres¬ 
ence and infectious sense of humour 
always ensured lively interaction- and 
the possibility of a little bit of innocent 
gossip! 

“As the years went by, his love of art 
became increasingly apparent to me 
and I always kept a chilled bottle close 
at hand for his frequent visits! His in¬ 
quisitive and intelligent nature ob¬ 
served hidden depths in the paintings 
that others, including myself, often 
missed. 

“Racing art was his great love but, 
beyond that, he collected works from 
his travels, particularly from North 
Africa, seeking out artists in remote 
places. 

“Interestingly, subjects incorporating 
Pierrot are well represented in his col¬ 
lection. I did once ask him, after a 
memorably convivial evening, why 
clowns were so close to his heart. As 
was so often the case with Peter, after 
an evening of bonhomie, when it 
comes to reporting his answer, my

memory fails! Perhaps another may 
know the answer to this? His beloved 
wife, Pat, could well have been a pos¬ 
sible influence. 

“All his life Peter was intrigued by 
artists and as early as the late 1930s he 
became friends with many prominent 
painters and sculptors. John Skeaping 
became a life-long comrade in arms. 
They shared a much loved greyhound 
called Slim, whom they raced at White 
City just after the War, providing many 
memorable jaunts. 

“Sir Alfred Munnings and Edward 
Seago also became friends and, in re¬ 
cent years, leading international eques¬ 
trian artists were willingly cajoled into 
using their talents to benefit his highly 
successful annual charitable trust lunch 
and auction. These acclaimed artists are 
too numerous to mention, but Peter was 
enormously respectful of their creativ¬ 
ity. Unusually acknowledgement was 
always made in his commentaries to 
any trophy or work of art presented; a 
further legacy of the great man. 

“In this retrospective, we have bor¬ 
rowed a number of bequeathed works 
for which we are sincerely thankful. 
Many others are for sale, of which The 
Peter O’Sullevan Charitable Trust will 
be a beneficiary. Additionally we have 
borrowed photographs and ephemera 
in an attempt to open a window on both 
his private and public life, on and off 
the turf. His natural modesty forbade it, 
but every indication I had from our 
conversations in the latter part of his 
life, suggested he would love others to 
share some of these memories. 

“I also think that he would have ap¬ 
preciated how appropriate it is that the 
period of the exhibition includes the 
four days of the Cheltenham Festival. 
It is no secret that this was his favourite 
time of the year.” 

Sir Peter’s close friend, the racing 
journalist Sean Magee, added: “One 


evening about five years ago, Peter 
opened the second bottle of rose and 
broached a matter which had been ex¬ 
ercising him. When the time came, 
what was to be done with all the docu¬ 
mentary material which he had accu¬ 
mulated, and which was now 
occupying so many nooks and crannies 
in Cranmer Court? Would I care to take 
custody of it? 

“Of course I would. He had already 
given me the 51 scrapbooks into which 
he had pasted cuttings of everything he 
had written during his long career as a 
journalist, and although the sheer mass 
of other material in the flat was daunt¬ 
ing, to go through it was the racing his¬ 
torian’s equivalent of Howard Carter 
opening Tutankhamun’s tomb. 

“A self-acknowledged hoarder, Peter 
had kept a huge amount of material 
which recorded his life, from those ex¬ 
traordinary commentary charts which 
he had so diligently annotated with 
facts and figures about the race in 
prospect, to extensive correspondence 
with a wide circle of friends and fans 
on a huge variety of racing and non¬ 
racing subjects, plus a host of betting 
vouchers (most of them showing a 
profit) and all manner of other 
ephemera. Here was a treasure trove, 
spilling out of every cupboard and 
drawer. 

“After Peter died I started working 
through the cornucopia he had left be¬ 
hind, and what made perusal of this 
material so riveting was the unex¬ 
pected. 

“There is the leaflet which he 
planned to smuggle into Germany in 
July 1939, exhorting workers to re- 
I sist the Nazis - a scheme foiled when 
travel restrictions came into force. 

“There is the script, tweaked with 
1 the perfectionist O’Sullevan pen, for 
his appearance on The Morecambe 
and Wise Show. There is a musical 
greeting from Andrew Lloyd Webber to 
mark his retirement, and the letter from 
Albert Roux declaring Peter’s beloved 
miniature poodle Topolina ‘a welcome 
visitor of Le Gavroche and all other 
Roux enterprises where she is 
renowned for her impeccable conduct.’ 

“And there are sheaves of old betting 
vouchers, notably one from William 
Wood Turf Accountants closing Peter’s 
account: ‘After three years during 
which you have won consistently, we 
shall have to give you best odds and 
ask you to bet elsewhere. You are too 
good for us!’ 

“We have tried to reflect that variety 
in the items on display in this exhibi¬ 
tion, but the most evocative reminders 
of ‘The Voice’ at his greatest remain 
those extraordinary commentary charts 
which so graphically bear witness to 
his fastidious preparation before a big 
race. 

“Look at the chart for Nijinsky’s 
Derby, or Grundy and Bustino’s King 
George, or one of Red Rum’s Grand 
Nationals, and you hear Peter’s com¬ 
mentary in your mind’s ear. 

“Since his death we have unearthed 
more and more material in the flat - his 
chart for Sir Ivor’s Derby, a precious 
relic, was found in a kitchen drawer - 
and over the next few months the 
whole archive will be organised to 
form a resource not only for racing his¬ 
torians but for those studying the wider 
canvas of twentieth-century social his¬ 
tory. 

“Some items will be bequeathed and 
a few will be sold, and the remaining 
collection will enjoy a safe haven in 
The Cox Library of racing books 
( www.thecoxlibrary.com ) - a happy 
arrangement which will meet Peter’s 
desire that his papers should be avail¬ 
able in perpetuity. Future researchers 
have a real treat in store.” 
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Improve your research, say health experts

LONDONERS are more 
likely to spend time thor¬ 
oughly researching house¬ 
hold handymen and car 
mechanics than cosmetic 
surgeons or healthcare pro¬ 
fessionals. 

With negative stories per¬ 
vading the headlines about du¬ 
bious procedures, a new survey 
reveals that 32 per cent of par¬ 
ticipants quoted word of mouth 
as a source of information 
when seeking advice on health 
matters such as cosmetic sur¬ 
gery or dentistry rather than 
speaking with consultants di¬ 
rectly (26 per cent) or reading 
specialist professional media 
(over 16 per cent). 

Over 37 per cent of respon¬ 
dents stated that they were 
most likely to scrutinise house¬ 
hold handymen while more

than 46 per cent said that they 
would carefully examine vari¬ 
ous holiday packages before 
booking. 37 per cent of partici¬ 
pants proclaimed that they 
would make further enquiries 
about financial service offer¬ 
ings and 30 per cent would in¬ 
vestigate real estate companies. 


Whereas just over 25 per cent 
and 10 per cent would take the 
same amount of care to re¬ 
search a cosmetic surgeon and 
healthcare professional respec¬ 
tively. 

Dr Foued Hamza, cosmetic 
surgeon consulting at Queen 
Anne Street Medical Centre, 
off Harley Street in London, 
says: “Cosmetic surgery is a 
life changing procedure so it’s 
concerning that these results re¬ 
veal that people aren’t taking 
adequate measures to research 
their medical practitioner suffi¬ 
ciently and this could indicate 
that Brits are too trusting of 
something as important as our 
health. 

“It’s crucial that you always 
check a practitioner’s qualifica¬ 
tions and read testimonials and 
reviews to find out about their 
reputation.

B EFORE I explain the op¬ 
portunities, as I see 
them, for the Westway 
Trust, here is a bit of back¬ 
ground about me that provides 
some context.

These passions 
allow me a unique perspective 
on the kind of provision West¬ 
way Trust should be making for 
the arts. 

I also have a strong affinity 
to this part of London, I grew 
up in White City and attended 
Burlington Danes School and 
about eight years ago I moved 
to the Dalgamo Ward area.

opinion with another doctor to 
compare. 

“To avoid any potential confu¬ 
sion or misunderstanding about 
the health and medical status of 
a patient, it is imperative before 
any cosmetic procedure takes 
place that the patient must dis¬ 
cuss his/her health with the sur¬ 
geon and have an honest and 
truthful conversation about any 
medication they are taking, and 
the surgeon must discuss the pro¬ 
cedure in full. 

“This should be backed up in 


writing by the use of a consent 
form so no procedure relies on 
verbal communications. 

“The consent form is legal 
proof that the surgeon has dis¬ 
cussed every aspect relating to 
potential risk before surgery 
takes place - invasive or non-in- 
vasive. Even if the form is com¬ 
pleted in advance of the surgery 
day, the consultant must always 
go through the form on the day 
and check if anything has 
changed.

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D-day for new 
development 

CONSERVATIONISTS are calling on 
councillors to shelve controversial 
proposals to tear down Victorian 
buildings in Ealing Broadway and 
put up new homes and shops in 
their place.

Estate agents say high streets 
are ‘paved with property gold’

THE number of estate agents opening 
in London is booming. 

Latest figures show an increase of more 
than eight per cent - that’s a new estate 
agent’s office opening every 1.6 days. 

Property prices in the capital have rock¬ 
eted because of high demand and a lack of 
supply, according to research carried out by 
online estate agents HouseSimple.com 

There are currently just under 2,900 es¬ 
tate agents in London, up by 220 in the past 
12 months (2,661 agents in February, 
2015). In Westminster alone, the number of 
estate agents has increased by more than a 
quarter (27.4 per cent) in a year, from 179 
to 228. More than a third of London bor¬ 
oughs (11 out of 32) now have more than 
100 estate agents each. 

With demand for property in London 
showing little signs of cooling and average 
property prices in the capital up almost 17 
per cent in the past year, according to the 
Halifax, high street estate agents have been 
opening new offices at the rate of 18 a 
month. 

HouseSimple.com figures reveal that 
there are now an average of 90 estate agent 
branches in every London borough. Isling¬ 
ton has seen the number of high street 
agents rise by 26.1 per cent in a year, while 
the borough of Hammersmith and Fulham 
has seen a 15.9 per cent increase. The only 
borough to experience a drop in the number

of estate agents in the past 12 months is En¬ 
field, with a 6.5 per cent fall. 

Experts say the sheer number of estate 
agent branches in London highlights a con¬ 
cern over the lack of diversity on many of 
the capital’s local high streets. 

HouseSimple.com calculated how many 
estate agents there are on popular London 
high streets, by counting the number of es¬ 
tate agent branches within a quarter of a 
mile of major Tube stations. 

The research revealed that Walthamstow 
and Borough both have a staggering 18 es¬ 
tate agents within a quarter of a mile of their 
respective tube stations. Wimbledon, Ealing 
Broadway, Canary Wharf and Turnham 
Green each have 17. 

Alex Gosling, the chief executive of 
HouseSimple.com, said: “Estate agents 
have been making hay while the sun shines, 
opening more than 200 new offices in just 
12 months. It’s not surprising, when just 
one office can make hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in fees in a year. London high 
streets are literally paved with property 
gold. 

“It’s impossible to walk down a local 
high street in London now without passing 
an estate agent’s window, but Londoners 
will still be surprised to know there are al¬ 
most 3,000 estate agents in the capital. 

“It’s a staggering number, particularly 
when you consider most people now start 
their property searches online, and may 
never actually venture into a high street 
agent’s office.” 

However, Londoners 
struggling to buy a home 
will be thrown a lifeline 
from April as a shake-up 
of the shared-ownership 
rules will mean that 
175,000 more Londoners 
are eligible for this route 
to owning a home. 

Planners demand that 
affordable housing is in¬ 
tegrated with more ex¬ 
pensive private housing, 
so often flats are for sale 
at swish developments 
where open-market 
homes cost millions of 
pounds. 

For example, the Jes- 
sops building at New 
Providence Wharf in 
Docklands has flats from 
£96,563 for 25 per cent.

Solar future should be bright 


LONDON has the potential to 
deliver a massive increase in 
solar power over the next 
decade, according to a report 
released this week by campaign 
group Greenpeace, which is 
calling on all of the London 
mayoral candidates to come 
forward with a detailed plan to 
boost the city’s flagging solar 
industry. 

The report comes as the cap¬ 
ital has become the worst per¬ 
forming major city and region 
in the UK for solar adoption. 

Mayoral hopefuls Sadiq 
Khan (Labour) and the Conser¬ 
vatives’ Zac Goldsmith, have 
said they want to boost the 
city’s solar sector, but the 


Greenpeace report challenges 
them to adopt specific policies 
to improve the adoption of 
solar technologies across the 
capital. 

The report highlights how 
just 0.5 per cent of London’s 
3.4 million homes use solar 
power, lagging far behind 
adoption rates in the rest of the 
country. 

It argues that a raft of poli¬ 
cies could drive faster adoption 
of solar technologies, including 
“establishing a London Solar 
Task Force to bring together 
communities, investors, and in¬ 
dustry groups; installing solar 
panels in unused spaces owned 
by Transport for London and 


City Hall; and loaning out roof 
space to community energy 
projects”. 

The report also suggests that 
so-called green bonds could be 
issued to fund solar projects in 
the capital. Furthermore, the re¬ 
port makes the case for a Lon¬ 
don equivalent of the feed-in 
tariff to restore some of the in¬ 
centives cut last year by the 
government. 

The campaign group said 
analysis by the consultants En¬ 
ergy for London showed these 
measures could deliver a ten¬ 
fold increase in solar power 
across London by 2025, deliv¬ 
ering solar panels on close to 
200,000 London rooftops.

DINOSAURS and aliens 
are set to inhabit the Royal 
Albert Hall later this year 
as the world famous venue 
unveils its inaugural film 
festival. 

Some of the most famous 
film scores of all time will be 
performed live to accompany 
screenings of smash hit films 
including Independence Day, 
Jurassic Park and Aliens. 

London’s beloved concert 
hall will host a programme of 
film-and-live-orchestra which 
also includes 90s action block¬ 
busters Raiders of the Lost Ark, 
Gladiator and ET - and a daz¬ 
zling new show celebrating 
classic westerns. 

As a special treat for Inde¬ 
pendence Day fans, the one-off, 
20th anniversary event will also 
include a unique pre-show talk 
from composer David Arnold, 
discussing his work scoring In¬ 
dependence Day, Sherlock and 
five Bond films - as well as the 
closing ceremony of the 2012 
Olympics - before the Royal 
Philharmonic Concert Orches¬ 
tra takes to the stage to accom¬ 
pany the movie in full. 

Mr Arnold said: “The Royal 
Albert Hall is such an iconic 
venue and a personal favourite 
of mine -it’s always an honour 
to be on the stage, especially 
with your own material. The 
Hall screams ‘event’ and Inde¬ 
pendence Day was one of the 
biggest event movies of the last 
30 years. 

“Hopefully my pre-film talk 
will get people excited all over 
again to see it and to really ap¬ 
preciate the amazing work that 
is being done by Nicholas Dodd

Independence Day is a 
thrilling, all-action movie - di¬ 
rected by Roland Emmerich - 
about a bunch of disparate 
Americans banding together to 
see off a terrifying alien inva¬ 
sion. It confirmed Will Smith's 
status as a major new star and 
features commanding support¬ 
ing performances from Jeff 
Goldblum, Bill Pullman, Mary 
McDonnell and Randy Quaid. 

It was the most popular film 
of its year - second only then to 
Jurassic Park in the all-time 
box-office list - and won an 
Oscar for its jawdropping ef¬ 
fects work.

Cheers! Offices allowed the beer essentials 


AN enterprising office facility in 
Soho is treating thirsty work¬ 
ers - by offering them unlimited 
beer on tap for free. 

At We Work’s premises, peo¬ 
ple renting desk space have been 
able to enjoy an alcoholic drink 
in the office since last April. 

But the rental company’s 
bosses said they were unaware 
that they needed to have a li¬ 
cence to serve alcohol at the 
premises. 

Westminster Council this 
week granted the office rental 
operator permission for the tap 
to remain after the firm’s 
lawyers made representations to 


a council committee. Explaining 
the concept to the committee, 
solicitor for WeWork Craig 
Baylis said: “It’s Friday, and I’ve 
had enough. 

“I go to the beer tap, help my¬ 
self with my mug or whatever 
then I go back to my office and 
drink my beer while I finish off 
my work. There’s nothing to 
stop anyone from taking the beer 
back to their screen.” 

Mr Baylis added that the beer 
tap was available for office 
workers to help themselves 
“whenever they want” but 
stressed it was not a facility that 
was “abused”. 


“Those using the office space 
don’t want to spend their entire 
day drinking free booze,” Mr 
Baylis said. 

Despite the application being 
approved, committee chair 
councillor Angela Harvey 
pointed out that beer was the 
only alcoholic beverage on offer, 
telling Mr Baylis: “So, it’s just 
beer for the boys then.” 

The WeWork network has 
eight other hireable office spaces 
across London which offer a free 
licensed beer tap, including in 
Spitalfields, Old Street, Moor- 
gate and the South Bank. 

WeWork offers office space 


for hire across the world, with 
desks available in Soho from 
£475 per month. 

The firm says on its website: 
“We are helping to create a 
world where people work to 
make a life, not just a living. 
There has been a macro shift to¬ 
wards a new way of work - one 
focused on a movement towards 
meaning. WeWork is accelerat¬ 
ing this movement.” 

The firm says of its Soho fa¬ 
cility: “Once a music publishing 
house, the WeWork Soho loca¬ 
tion is now a tight-knit entre- 
prenuerial community. The 
historic building is centrally lo¬ 


cated and re¬ 
tains much of 
its original 
charm, like its 
large bay win¬ 
dows and ex¬ 
posed brick 
walls. It’s the 
perfect spot for 
anyone in the 
creative indus¬ 
try.”

Clear square 
of Yodas, plea 

THE north end of Trafalgar 
Square should be cleared of 
buskers and Yoda street 
performers, according to the 
National Gallery's new director. 

At the opening of a new 
exhibition, Gabriele Finaldi said 
he wanted to make the area 
around the gallery "a space that 
works for us", The Times reports. 

The paved area has become a 
popular place for street artists, 
especially people dressed as 
"levitating Yodas". 

During the opening of 
Delacroix and the Rise of Modem 
Art, Mr Finaldi recalled how 
when he worked for the gallery 
in the 1990s the North Terrace 
was a street. 

"I don't remember the 
bagpipes or the Yodas or the 
oompah band player who shoots 
flames out of his tuba or the Elvis 
impersonator or the west African 
evangelist preacher," he said. 

The area was pedestrianised in 
2003 and attracts performers 
who arrive early each morning to 
claim the best spot. 

Trafalgar Square is looked 
after by Westminster City 
Council. It said it wanted to make 
sure "we keep a vibrant feel to 
the area". 
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Pupils go 
extra mile 
for school 

MORE London pupils cross 
council boundaries to attend 
school than anywhere else in 
England, according to London 
Councils, which represents the 
32 boroughs and the City of Lon¬ 
don. 

More than 136,000 pupils ed¬ 
ucated in the capital are being 
taught at a school outside of the 
local authority they live in, 13 
per cent of the total. This is dou¬ 
ble the proportion of pupils who 
cross council boundaries to at¬ 
tend school or college in England 
as a whole. 

This figure includes more than 
80,000 secondary school stu¬ 
dents, 20 per cent of London’s 
secondary school population. 
This is more than double the nine 
per cent of secondary school stu¬ 
dents in England who do this. 

In Greater Manchester, which 
is an urban area comparable with 
London, 22,474 pupils attend a 
school outside the local authority 
they live in, 6 per cent of the total 
number of pupils being educated 
there. 

Cllr Peter John, London Coun¬ 
cils’ executive member for chil¬ 
dren, skills and employment, 
said: “London’s schools are the 
best performing in the country 
and the capital’s extensive trans¬ 
port network means that parents 
have the option to choose the 
right school for their child no 
matter where they live. As a re¬ 
sult, London pupils are more 
likely to travel across a council 
boundary to attend school. 

“As the government seeks to 
review school funding, it is of 
paramount importance that no 
child in London is disadvantaged 
by reforms. High cross-border 
movement is just one example of 
how unique and complex Lon¬ 
don’s education system is.” 


■ GET REGISTERED: The 
Electoral Commission has 
enlisted the support of 
Hollyoaks actors in a 
campaign to encourage 
young people to register to 
vote. The commission is 
targeting 18 to 24-year- 
olds and private renters 
with a series of adverts 
featuring the soap stars, 
which will air exclusively 
on Channel 4 and E4 ahead 
of elections later this year. 
Research by the 
commission in 2014 found 
both groups are less likely 
to be registered. Around 
25% of 18 and 19-year-olds 
and 30% of 20 to 24-year- 
olds were unregistered, 
compared with just 5% of 
those aged 65 and over. 
While more than 35% of 
private renters had not 
registered, compared with 
just 6% of people who own 
their home outright and 
11 % of home owners with 
a mortgage had not done 
so. Channel 4 
commissioning editor Lee 
Mason said Channel 4 and 
E4 has a "special 
connection" with younger 
TV viewers. "I'm thrilled 
that Hollyoaks, in 
particular, can play an 
important role in 
educating young people of 
the importance of 
registering to vote," he 
said. The advert will 
feature actors Jennifer 
Metcalfe, Amanda 
Clapham, pictured, Jazmine 
Franks and Duayne 
Boachie. The public have 
until April 18 to register to 
take part in polls this May, 
which include local council 
and mayoral elections as 
well as devolved 
government elections in 
Scotland, Wales and 
Northern Ireland 



Mayor’s special envoys tasked 
with cracking down on slavery

LONDON Mayor Boris John¬ 
son has appointed two special 
envoys to help combat human 
trafficking. 

The mayor’s longstanding 
concern about the scale of 
modern slavery was increased 
by new Home Office research 
which estimated there were be¬ 
tween 10,000 and 13,000 po¬ 
tential victims in the UK in 
2013 and more than half of 
these were initially located in 
London and the home counties. 

In a bid to raise awareness 
and help tackle the issue of 
human trafficking in London, 
Mr Johnson has appointed An¬ 
thony Steen CBE, chairman of 
the Human Trafficking Foun¬ 
dation, and Sir John Randall, 
vice-chairman of the Human 
Trafficking Foundation, as his 
special envoys. 


Through their work for the 
foundation, both have consid¬ 
erable experience in this field, 
including Anthony Steen form¬ 
ing the All Party Parliamentary 
Group on Human Trafficking 
in 2006 and the foundation 
playing a pivotal role in the 
content of the 2010 Anti-Slav¬ 
ery Day Bill. 

They will keep the mayor 
updated on the extent of the 
problem and measures being 
taken to tackle human traffick¬ 
ing, including the foundation’s 
own work, for which major 
funding awards have recently 
been secured from the Michael 
Bishop Foundation, partnered 
by the London’s City Bridge 
Trust. 

Current projects include 
tracking victims once they 
leave safe houses after the 
statutory 45 days has expired, 
to prevent them returning to 
their traffickers. Hundreds of 


trafficked children arrive in the 
UK from all over the world but 
go missing soon after they ar¬ 
rive. 

Mr Johnson said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that Anthony and John 
have agreed to become my spe¬ 
cial envoys for human traffick¬ 
ing and modern day slavery, 
bringing their knowledge and 
passion to raise increased 
awareness of these horrific 
crimes, which have no place in 
our capital city or this country.” 

The appointments build on 
work the Mayor’s Office for 
Policing And Crime has carried 
out to help tackle human traf¬ 
ficking. As an associate partner 
in the European Communities 
Against Trafficking Project, 
MOPAC has hosted confer¬ 
ences at City Hall to share 
learning and good practice 
across London boroughs. 

The Metropolitan Police are 
also part of the Pan-London 


Trafficking Forum, a partner- 
led initiative which co-ordi¬ 
nates and supports activities to 
drive down modern slavery. 

Anthony Steen said: “Al¬ 
though Britain has set the pace 
in fighting human trafficking 
worldwide by the introduction 
of the Modern Slavery Act, it 
will not on its own rid the na¬ 
tion of modern day slavery. 

“Young women continue to 
be deceived and end up in 
‘brothels’ rather than as restau¬ 
rant waitresses. Men are regu¬ 
larly misled when accepting 
work in the construction and 
hospitality industries, having 
their passports confiscated and 
not getting paid, ending up in 
debt bondage to the traffickers. 

“The European Union recent 
estimates were that at least 
150,000 victims a year are traf¬ 
ficked in and around EU coun¬ 
tries, with numbers increasing. 
We want to ensure traffickers 


can be discovered at the source, 
and innocent victims better 
warned of the dangers of ac¬ 
cepting ‘too good to be true’ 
job offers. 

“There is an unhealthy veil 
of secrecy which pervades traf¬ 
ficking, which has to be lifted 
if better results are to be 
achieved.” 

Sir John said: “I’m delighted 
with the mayor’s appointment 
to tackle the problems of mod¬ 
ern day slavery, which is grow¬ 
ing fast. It is extremely 
troubling how so many vulner¬ 
able victims there are, and how 
easily they succumb to ruthless 
and violent traffickers. 

“Trafficking is the worst 
form of modern day slavery, 
and our task will be to get to 
grips with the scale and meth¬ 
ods used by traffickers and 
work with agencies and part¬ 
ners on tackling these horrific 
crimes.” 


Bridge cycle 
route ‘could 
be improved’ 

PROPOSALS for a new cycle 
route over Waterloo Bridge are 
not safe enough, campaigners 
insisted this week. 

The route from the 
Southbankto Embankment will 
form part of the Central 
London Cycling Grid linking 
key destinations in London 
after it was unveiled by 
Westminster City Council. 

It will be used by 579 cyclists 
an hour during peak times. 
Single yellow lines have been 
replaced with double lines and 
parking is suspended 24 hours 
a day. 

The aim of the route is to 
"reduce potential conflict" with 
vehicles and help overcome 
some of the barriers to cycling 
for less confident riders. 

London Cycling Campaign 
said while the changes were 
good news, more still needed 
to be done to protect cyclists. 

Councillor Heather Acton, 
Westminster City Council's 
cabinet member for 
sustainability and parking, said 
there had been a 20 per cent 
increase in the number of 
cyclists using roads in the 
borough in the last year and 
the council is "harnessing this 
enthusiasm" by providing more 
cycle infrastructure 
improvements across 
Westminster. 

The council said it would 
invest £40 million in creating a 
better environment for cyclist 
and pedestrians and a number 
of 'Quietway' cycle routes will 
be implemented over the next 
year. 

In harmony 

A LEADING conductor has 
backed controversial plans for 
the £278 million Centre for 
Music in London. 

Yuri Bashmet, director of the 
New Russia State Symphony 
Orchestra, urged decision 
makers to trust the view of Sir 
Simon Rattle, who has said that 
the capital lacks a world-class 
venue. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
and Mayor Boris Johnson have 
commissioned a £5.5 million 
development project to build a 
business case for a 1,900- 
capacity, state-of-the-art 
facility on the site of the 
current Museum of London 
near the Barbican - and it is 
scheduled to open in 2023. 

Mr Bashmet said the Barbican, 
Festival Hall and Royal Albert 
Hall were "very good", but that 
all great cities needed to "think 
of the future". He urged people 
to trust Sir Simon.

W HO does The 
Queen listen to on 
the radio at break¬ 
fast these days?

Majesty vexed and an¬ 
noyed. 

Matthew Bannister, the former 
Radio 1 chief who now hosts 
Radio 4’s popular obituary show 
Last Word, recently revealed 
that, along with 57 million other 
Brits, The Queen is not a fan of 
Today, the current affairs show 
which has become distinguished 
by the interruptive grilling that 
regular hosts John Humphrys 
and Sarah Montague dish out to 
their guests, writes Geoff Baker. 

Although senior politicians 
tune in to Today to hear who is 
getting a bashing from 
Humphrys in his self-made role 
as Devil’s advocate, it appears 
that The Queen does not join 
them. 

Bannister revealed that when 
he met The Queen at her visit to 
Broadcasting House a little while 
back, he asked her who she lis¬ 
tened to in the mornings. 

“She said ‘Terry Wogan, the 
Today programme makes me 


cross’,” Bannister announced on 
Radio 4. 

That The Queen was a TOG 
[Terry’s Old Gals] will surprise 
nobody at the palace. Some years 
ago, after she was so disap¬ 
pointed that his weekday radio 
show had been moved to Sunday 
morning, airing when she was at 
church, she invited Wogan to 
dine with her and other VIP 
guests at Windsor Castle. 

According at the time to The 
Sunday Telegraph, for which the 
national treasure was a colum¬ 
nist, a courtier reported that “Her 
Majesty was adamant that she 
should sit next to Wogan”, 
doubtless to catch up on all the 
chat missed by the obligation to 
Matins. 

To be fair to John Humphrys, 
he too has been entertained at a 
private lunch with The Queen - 
and it was at that occasion at 
Buckingham Palace that he re¬ 
quested an on-air interview with 
Her Majesty, who replied with 
one her classic put-downs. 

“She said ‘No’,” said 
Humphrys. “And she added, 
'What’s more, if one were to do 
an interview it would not be with 
you’.” 

But who does Her Majesty lis¬ 
ten to when breakfasting on her 
preferred-brown boiled eggs? It 
is difficult to believe that her 
choice is Wogan’s replacement,

Katherine, dubbed “the new 
Forces’ sweetheart” for her 
work supporting British troops 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, is fast 
becoming the new royals’ 
sweetheart too. 

Over the past 10 years 
Katherine has built up a firm 
following at Buckingham 
Palace through her perform¬ 
ances for The Queen - at Royal 
Variety Performances, festivals 
of remembrance organised by 
the Royal British Legion, the 
funeral of Baroness Thatcher 
and events for VE Day 60 and 
VE Day 70. 

Now the 35-year-old Welsh 
star is to launch her own series 
of concerts in tribute to The 
Queen, with seven shows to 
mark Her Majesty’s 90th birth¬ 
day this year.

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Could Hirst 
art feature 
in birthday 
salute to 
the Queen? 

A S enthusiasm mounts 
for the idea of an ex¬ 
hibition of 90 paint¬ 
ings of The Queen to mark 
her official birthday this 
summer, speculation is 
growing that such a gallery 
could include a “new” 
work by Damien Hirst and 
another by Her Majesty’s 
favourite rock star. 

Hirst’s painting, Beautiful 
Portrait, The Queen, was given 
to the nation last year by the for¬ 
mer ‘bad boy of British art’ and 
overlooked until it was discov¬ 
ered in a recent inventory of the 
Government Art Collection. 

The portrait, which was cre¬ 
ated through the “spin” tech¬ 
nique that helped to make Hirst 
famous, has not been displayed 
in public since it was completed 
in 2014. But now it is believed 
to be among the favourites for a 
possible show of different views 
of The Queen by big names of 
the art world, including James 
Lloyd, Michael Noakes, Susan 
Ryder, Andy Warhol and per¬ 
haps even Lucien Freund, 
whose portrait of Her Majesty 
caused much controversy. 

Another painter whose work 
could be included if the idea for 
90 portraits is given the green 
light by Buckingham Palace is 
Sir Paul McCartney. 

Sir Paul is a great admirer of 
Her Majesty and the feeling is 
mutual. The Queen has sup¬ 
ported a number of his projects, 
including official opening his 
fame school, the Liverpool In¬ 
stitute for Performing Arts, in 
1996, and six years later, she 
opened an exhibition of his 
paintings at the city’s Walker 
Art Gallery.

On that occasion the exhibi¬ 
tion did not include three paint¬ 
ings which Sir Paul had done of 
The Queen, entitled A Greener 
Queen, The Queen Getting A 
Joke and The Queen After Her 
First Cigarette. 

Sir Paul said at the time: “The 
gallery had the opportunity to 
include the pictures - it was up 
to them. 

“I would have been happy to 
have shown them to The 


Queen - they are very affection¬ 
ate and I think she has a good 
sense of humour. She’s a fine 
woman.” 

Although the former Beatle’s 
royal studies were excluded 
from the Liverpool show, 
there’s a good chance that one 
or all of them could hang in a 90 
Faces Of The Queen exhibition, 
if it goes ahead, not least as she 
appears to like his impressionist 
work. 


“I think she liked them. She 
said they were very colourful 
and I took that as a great com¬ 
pliment,” said Sir Paul. 

However, one painting that is 
not expected to make the pro¬ 
posed show is a stylised study of 
The Queen as a child on a horse 
which was presented to her by 
German President Joachim 
Gauck. 

Artist Nicole Leidenfrost had 
painted Princess Elizabeth rid¬ 


ing a blue pony which was 
flecked in yellow and green, 
prompting Her Majesty to ob¬ 
serve, “that’s a funny colour for 
a horse”. 

In the painting the pony’s 
reins are held by The Queen’s 
father George VI. She asked 
President Gauck: “Is that sup¬ 
posed to be my father?” Mr 
Gauck said: “Don’t you recog¬ 
nise him?” and his guest replied 
“no”. 


Prince Regent at cross purposes

WE are indebted to every¬ 
one’s favourite royal his¬ 
tory pixie, Dr Lucy 
Worsley, for revealing that 
one of our monarchs may 
have been something of a 
cross-dresser. 

Winsome Worsley uncovered 
the little secret whilst research¬ 
ing one of her excellent histories 
for BBC Four, a documentary 
on the importance of power 
dressing among the royals over 
the centuries. 

Because of his father’s men¬ 
tal illness, George IV served as 
Prince Regent from 1811 until 
his own accession in 1820 and 
it appears that during his time as 
understudy he may have inher¬ 
ited some of his dad’s eccentric¬ 
ity, especially when it came to 
dressing up.

“He was a very stylish man,” 
said Dr Worsley, “as his wife 
said of him, ‘it was just a shame 
that he had to be king, as he 
would have made a much better 
hairdresser’.” 

It seems that George also had 
some way to go as a master of 
the housekeeping, for not only 
did he spend the equivalent of 
£19,700,000 on his coronation - 
20 times what it cost to crown 
his father - but he 
spent £2,180,000 of 
that on the corona¬ 
tion robes which 
he only wore 
for a few 
hours. 

He also did 
not exactly 
improve his 
f popularity by 
insisting that his 
entire court wear

historic fancy dress for the oc¬ 
casion. 

Some of these outfits - along 
with George IV’s wardrobe - 
are on exhibition at the Museum 
of London, where fashion histo¬ 
rians estimate that the average 
cost of a fancy dress coronation 
costume pressed on the hapless 
courtiers would have been 
around £22,000. 

When George IV died much 
of his wardrobe was auctioned 
off and the Museum of London 
has the sale catalogue; listing 
such lots as his 28 white waist¬ 
coats, 43 pairs of spurs and, 
eagle-eyed museum staff 
pointed out to Dr Worsley, “two 
nun’s dresses and a red petti¬ 
coat”. 

As you do. 

But whilst George IV’s dress¬ 
ing up box may provide the 
means for a bit of a giggle, his 
example may also go to explain¬ 


ing why so many of the current 
royal family like to frequently 
re-wear in public their own styl¬ 
ish outfits, thus avoiding the 
profligacy-fed unpopularity of 
their ancestor. 

“The people thought his ob¬ 
session with clothes was undig¬ 
nified for a king. When he died 
he wasn’t much-mourned be¬ 
cause of it,” said Dr Worsey. 

“After his death, one pam¬ 
phleteer wrote ‘he cared more 
about the tie of a neckcloth than 
he did about Parliamentary re¬ 
form’ and his obituary in The 
Times said ‘never was an indi¬ 
vidual regretted more by his 
people than this deceased king.” 

By contrast, our popular 
Duke of Edinburgh, who is fre¬ 
quently lauded for his impecca¬ 
ble dress sense, is reported to 
still be wearing - and fitting into 
- suits that he first had 50 years 
ago.

Ever since Ronald Reagan entirely- 
inappropriately used Bruce 


Springsteen’s Born In The USA as the 
soundtrack on his campaign trail - not 
understanding that, rather than being a 
song of patriotism, it was the Boss’s 
diatribe against the shocking way that 
the USA treated Vietnam veterans - 
politicians on both sides in the States 
have pinched popular songs in order 
to bolster their appeal with the voters. 

Democrat contender Bemie 
Sanders has been attempting to rally 
support by using Simon & 


Garfunkel’s America at his rallies, 
Trump has been marching behind 
Twisted Sister’s We ’re Not Going To 
Take It and Elton John’s Rocket Man, 
and the coverstar of Rug Monthly has 
also been infuriating Adele, Neil 
Young, Aerosmith and REM by using 
their songs at his vote fests without 
their permission. 

But now looms a new election fight 
over the theme tune to the massively- 
popular NCIS, as researchers have 


discovered that among Republicans’ 
favourite shows and Democrats’ most¬ 
loved programmes, NCIS is the only 
show that features in both parties’ lists 
of Top 20 TV shows.

A BIG hand for Eddie Izzard, the 

favourite to be Mayor of London in 
2020, who will be teaching us all a 
lesson in courage, athleticism and 
charity by not only attempting to 
complete an impressive 27 marathons in 
27 days across South Africa for Sport 
Relief 2016, but also for pledging that if 
the 30C heat flattens him he will try it 
again and again and again. 

Eddie, the comedy genius who 
amazed the nation in 2009 when, with 
only five weeks training he completed 
43 marathons across the UK in 51 days

"If Eddie completes all 27 marathons, 
he will end at the Union Buildings in 
Pretoria where Nelson Mandela gave his 
inaugural speech as the first 
democratically elected President of 
South Africa in 1994." 

The challenge will be an important 
one for Eddie as he previously 
attempted a similar feat in South Africa 
in 2012, but had to pull out for health 
reasons. What is even more deserving of 
making the man Sir Eddie Izzard at least 
is that he says, "if I fail, I will come back 
again and again and again until I do 
succeed. Because that's what Nelson 
Mandela would have done." 

He added: "I was inspired to run 27 
marathons in 27 days after seeing the 
film Invictus. The film featured a poem 
called Invictus - one of Nelson Mandela's 
favourite poems during his 27 years in 
prison. He used it to give himself 
determination to keep himself going 
and keep his spirit alive. 

"It's a beautiful poem about being the 
master of your own fate and destiny. 
Watching the film I suddenly realised - I 
have to run in South Africa. I should run 
27 marathons in 27 days as a salute to 
the great man. 

"It is also a salute to all who struggled 
and fought against Apartheid. So I am 
delighted to be doing this for Sport 
Relief. But 27 marathons is nothing 
compared to what Nelson Mandela did 
by serving 27 years in prison. He was a 
great soul and leaves a fantastic legacy 
for the world."

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Gurkhas fraud alert

GURKHAS living in West London 
have been put on a police wanted 
list...to stop them putting more of 
their savings into a fraudulent 
investment scheme. 

City of London Police believe 
there are many Gurkha families 
scattered around Hammersmith, 
Fulham, Earls Court and the sur¬ 
rounding districts. 

They think many of them may be 
victims of a suspected £50 million 
fraudulent Ponzi scheme and are 
urging them to come forward. 

Since October 2014, City of 
London Police have been investigat¬ 
ing Capital World Market, based in 
Bishopsgate, which was offering five 
per cent interest per month to 
investors. 

Detectives have heard from some 
potential victims of how they have 
invested sums from the thousands 
to the millions - seeing little or no 
return - but it is thought the majori¬ 
ty of alleged victims were from the 
Gurkha and Nepalese community, 
and have yet to come forward. 

Ponzi schemes are fraudulent 
investment operations which pays 
returns to its investors from new 
capital paid to the operators by new 
investors, rather than from profit 
earned by the operator. 

Detective Chief Inspector Dave 
Manley said evidence suggests that 
hundreds of members of the 
Gurkha and Nepalese community 
may have been targeted. 

He said: "Out of the 450 Gurkha 
and Nepalese alleged victims that 
we believe may have invested, less 
than one per cent from that com¬ 
munity have come forward so far. 

"The others are a large piece of 
the jigsaw that is missing - the harm 
caused to individuals, their families, 
their pension pots and life savings - 
at the moment is not being repre¬ 
sented within the case. 

"The story of how this has impact¬ 
ed and affected people needs to be 
told in the judicial process. It would 
be a shame for us to get to the next 


stage and the level of harm that's 
been caused to the community is 
not measured or part of the case." 

Action Fraud states on its website 
that Ponzi schemes are "get rich 
quick investment scams," and that 
there is no actual investment as 
"the fraudsters siphon off the 
money for themselves". 

In an intelligence-led investigation, 
detectives swooped on the alleged 
scam before the cash ran out, but 
Mr Manley said payments to 
investors would have dried up that 
month. 

Gary Ghale from the Gurkha 
Welfare Trust said it is the first time 
he has heard of this type of scheme 
involving so many people from the 
Gurkha and Nepalese communities, 
and that he can think of three rea¬ 
sons potential victims may be reluc¬ 
tant to come forward. 

"Firstly, they might not have 
heard of the investigation," he said. 
"Secondly, it is because they are 
worried they might be implicated in 
this investigation. 

"And thirdly because of the 


embarrassing situation they are in. 

"We would recommend those 
who believe they have fallen victim 
to contact the police.." 

DCI Manley said those that invest¬ 
ed may have encouraged friends 
and family to do the same, believ¬ 
ing they were simply introducing 
them to a good opportunity. 

He said of the £50 million invest¬ 
ed only £lm of that has been recov¬ 
ered - equating to 2p in every 
pound for the wider pool of 
between 600-800 victims. 

"There is still money missing, but I 
have some doubts as to whether 
any more will be found. The only 
justice people are going to get is if 
their story is told," he added. 

The appeal comes nine months 
after the City of London Police 
arrested 10 men and three women, 
all of whom work at the City-based 
foreign exchange trading company, 
on suspicion of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation and money laundering. 

Detectives, supported by the 
Financial Conduct Authority, also 
seized a host of computers and doc-

umentary evidence. 

The 13 suspects were questioned 
and released on bail until March.

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Rogue landlords 
hit in the pockets 

■ DODGY landlords have been hit in 
the pocket by Hammersmtih & 
Fulham Council to the tune of more 
than £60,000. 

Sunil Patel, 44, was prosecuted at 
Hammersmith Magistrates Court for 
failing to carry out several checks and 
repairs at his flat in Australia Road, 
White City. 

He was given an 18-month condi¬ 
tional discharge and ordered to pay 
more than £8,600 costs.. 

The court heard that Patel's tenants 
were forced to live in a ’house of hor¬ 
rors’ with mould on the walls, bro¬ 
ken smoke alarms, faulty electrics, a 
missing letterbox letting in draughts, 
faulty central heating, broken lami¬ 
nate flooring and a missing carpet. 

Hammersmith's get tough policy 
also led to a £20,000 fine plus nearly 
£5,000 costs for a landlord who was 
prosecuted for operating a house in 
multiple occupation in Harrow Road, 
North Acton, without a licence, not 
carrying out gas or electrical safety 
checks and not providing a decent fire 
escape or treating damp and mould. 

And there was a £28,000 fine plus 
more than £2,000 costs for a landlord 
who failed to get a HMO licence for 
his home in Talgarth Road, 
Hammersmith, and rented it out 
despite having a broken boiler and a 
toilet that leaked waste. 

Bogus ID cards 

■THE National Fraud Intelligence 
Bureau is warning that people are 
being contacted electronically by 
fraudsters claiming to be from the 
Home Office offering National ID 
Card for Commonwealth Citizenship. 

The British Commonwealth 
National cards sell for anything 
between £150 - £300. 

The Home Office have said that no 
such scheme exists and the card 
"does not prevent an illegal migrant 
from being removed from the UK". 

If you receive an unexpected email 
telephone call or letter from some¬ 
one who claims to be from the Home 
Office, it may be a scam. 

Email virus alert 

■ FRAUDSTERS are sending out virus 
infected emails that claim a package 
has been seized by HM Revenue & 
Customs upon arrival into the UK. 

The official looking scam emails 
claiming to be from Royal Mail, con¬ 
tain a link to document which will 
install malicious software on your 
computer designed to steal your per¬ 
sonal information. 

If you receive one of these emails, 
do not click on any links or download 
any attachments and report it to 
Royal Mail.

Hand to God **** 

M asterfully mucky 

and monstrous, the trans¬ 
fer of the Tony-nomi¬ 
nated play Hand to God opened 
last week at the Vaudeville The¬ 
atre and immediately divided au¬ 
diences and critics alike with its 
shocking puppetry and non PC 
storyline, writes Nicky Sweet- 
land. 

If you’re easily offended, this 
production is not for you, but if 
you’re of a hardier constitution, 
Hand to God offers an hilarious 
night at the theatre with grinning 
gore and grittily inappropriate 
groping. 

Leading the cast, West End 
stalwart Janie Dee plays a griev¬ 
ing widow, desperately coming 
to terms with life as a single par¬

As part of her foray 
into redemption she starts up a 
church puppet workshop in 
which her son Jason (Harry Mel- 
lor) finds his puppet taking on a 
personality of its own in a very 
anarchic and devilishly difficult 
twist of events. 

Dee plays the troubled former 
twin-set wearer with real style 
and in the most distasteful scenes 
makes you want to laugh in the 
same awkward way as when 
you’re at a funeral. 

Mellor is truly awe-inspiring 
as the geeky Jason who can’t 
help but let his trauma-induced 
split personality take over his 
life. The ‘mating Muppets’ scene 
is absurdly absorbing, with both 
Mellor and his love interest, 
played by the perfectly winsome 
Jemima Rooper, maintaining an 
impressive deadpan throughout. 

Neil Pearson is decorous as 
the easily mocked parish¬ 
ioner, with Kevin Mains por¬ 
traying a lovably hateful teen 
with so many issues he 
wouldn’t be out of place on 
the Jeremy Kyle Show. 

If you’re a fan of The 
Book of Mormon this will be 
right up your ‘Avenue Q’.

Hoff to the disco 


Last Night A DJ Saved My Life 

A FTER speaking to David 
Hasselhoff about his new 
musical just a couple of 
weeks ago, I wasn’t under the il¬ 
lusion that I would be watching 
a high-brow theatrical produc¬ 
tion, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The Hoff, as he’s affection¬ 
ately known, had described Last 
Night A DJ Saved My Life as a 
kind of adult pantomime and 
that’s pretty much what the show 
is, although it feels possibly 
more like holiday camp enter¬ 
tainment. 

That’s not to say it’s all bad, 
it’s just a very unusual produc¬ 
tion which has squashed as much 
cheese into the two-hour show as 
is humanly possible. 

Complete with a warm-up 
man who leads the jeering and 
hollering and who is backed by 
some tub-thumping tunes, this 
musical moulds 80s and 90s nos¬ 
talgia with a sense of charm and 
every now and then a slight air of 
embarrassment. 

The music is really the star of 
the show, with classic party an¬ 
thems pumping through the au¬ 
ditorium throughout and the 
energetic choreography per¬ 
formed with style and verve by 
the young and vibrant ensemble. 


Shane Richie Junior is impres¬ 
sive as club 18-30 holiday rep 
Rik, whose cheeky chappy 
charms allow the flimsy story to 
bounce along with the music. 
With a great voice and some 
lovely comedy moments, Richie 
makes the most of his inherited 
department. 

Rik’s love interest, played by 
BBCl’s The Voice star Stephanie 
Webber, also shows her vocal 
prowess and the scenes when the 
pair are on stage together are by 
far the most enthralling. 

The Hoff himself lacks any 
real stature these days and at 
times it seems more like you’re 
watching a marionette. 

On more than one occasion, a 
collective cringe spreads 
throughout the audience and 
there’s that unease when you’re 
not sure if you’re supposed to 
laugh or not. 

The supporting cast do a good 
job however, with Will Markus, 
Natalie Amanda Gray and Web¬ 
ber all putting in stellar perform¬ 
ances. 

This is a great little show if 
you want a few drinks and a 
laugh with a group of friends on 
a Friday night - and for those 
who enjoyed their formative 
years in the early nineties, I’d say 
it would be perfect as a birthday 
or hen party trip.

Phantom of the Opera ***** 

WITH the news that the original 
Phantom of the Opera, Michael 
Crawford, is set to make a return 
to the West End stage later this 
year, I decided to treat myself to 
a visit to Her Majesty's Theatre 
to see a brand new one, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

Ben Forster took over the 
coveted leading role in Andrew 
Lloyd Webber's classic stage 
show just last week and put his 
mark on the mask immediately 
with a performance worthy of 
his recent acclaim. 


About to celebrate its 30th 
year in the West End, The 
Phantom of the Opera is still just 
as enthralling as when it first 
opened. The score from the very 
first note sends a shiver of 
excitement reverberating 
around the auditorium, and 
with breathtaking stage effects, 
this middle aged masterpiece is 
still one of my picks of the 
London theatre scene. 

Forster follows in the 
footsteps of a plethora of 
musical theatre royalty who 
have played the role. Since 
winning ITV's Search fora 


Superstar in 2012, he has 
enjoyed a hugely successful and 
varied career, most recently by 
playing Buddy the Elf in the 
Christmas spectacular at the 
Dominion Theatre. 

He has proved his almost 
unparalleled versatility on many 
previous occasions and brings a 
supreme grace to the role, 
which requires an imposing 
stature and an impeccable 
vocal performance. His Music of 
the Night is sumptuous and 
elegant while his take on the 
show's main theme leaves you 
with a chill. 


Brute force to be reckoned with 


AFTER a successful run at the 
Edinburgh Fringe in 2015, Izzy 
Tennyson’s Brute now comes 
to Soho Theatre. 

Brute (winner of the 2015 
IdeasTap Underbelly Award) is 
an exciting piece of new writ¬ 
ing based on the true story of a 
rather twisted, horrible school¬ 
girl. Tennyson’s truthful writ¬ 
ing is fearless, laced with a 
deliciously scabrous humour. 

Being 14 is an awful age. 
You’re not a very nice person 
at 14. No one knows this better 
than new girl Poppy, who has 
just started at an all-girls state 
school. 

There are rules with no 
logic, sadistic jokes that aren’t 
actually funny and the most 
sinister games played out of 
boredom. 

Set in a girls’ school in a 
provincial English town far 
away from cosmopolitan and 
cultural influences, Brute ex¬ 
plores memories of the protag¬ 
onist’s intensely passionate 


female friendships as they es¬ 
calate into violence. 

Written as a dynamic mono¬ 
logue, the piece is based on 
girls from Tennyson’s peer 
group. 

The themes in Brute explore 
the economic climate, bullying 
and female violence along with 
the complexity of adolescent 
female friendships. 

Brute also touches on the 
sensitive topics of adolescent 
hysteria and girls’ relationships 
with authority, especially how 
female ‘p r °blem cases’ are 
handled at school. 

Brute is part of the Soho Ris¬ 
ing season this spring. Ten¬ 
nyson, part of Soho Theatre’s 
Soho Young Company, devel¬ 
oped Brute during the Writers’ 
Lab Course. Soho education 
producer Jules Haworth has 
worked as Dramaturg on Brute 
from its inception. 

Brute runs from March 15 to

A melia freer has one 

word of advice for conven¬ 
ience food fans who say 
they don’t have time to cook from 
scratch. 

“If you don’t have time for 
health, you need to eventually 
make time for disease.” 

It’s a stark warning from the no- 
nonsense 40-year-old nutritional 
therapist, blogger and author, who 
boasts James Corden, Sam Smith 
and Boy George among her 
celebrity clientele, but she’s pas¬ 
sionate about inspiring positive 
change. 

“We used to [cook from scratch] 
in the old days, before convenience 
food existed - it’s only conven¬ 
ience food that told us we don’t 
have time any more and we don’t 
have the skill. We’ve learnt to not 
make the time or prioritise it, and 
now we feel incapable. 

“We’ve got our priorities 
wrong,” she enthuses. “Preparing 
and thinking about food has gone 
to the bottom of our list.” 

Freer knows from experience 
the impact eating badly can have. 

In her mid-20s, while working 
as Prince Charles’ personal assis¬ 
tant, she survived on a diet of pre¬ 
prepared food and sugary tea, and 
was plagued by IBS and acne. 

“I had really bad digestive prob¬ 
lems, really bad skin problems, re¬ 
ally low energy, I was always 
getting ill, I was always run 
down,” she recalls. “It wasn’t any¬ 
thing sinister like a disease, but I 
just wasn’t a healthy girl. 

“I think a lot of people aren’t 
healthy,” she adds. “ As humans, 
we tend to make do and put up 
with bad health, you get used to it, 
as opposed to saying, ‘No, I de¬ 
serve to feel excellent, I deserve to 
have optimum health’.” 

Freer eventually quit her job and 
enrolled on a four-year nutrition 
course, which changed her life. 

“I started to learn about nutri¬ 
tional therapy, which is working 
with individuals to help improve

their health, through the use of 
food. It’s amazing how quickly 
someone can feel better, above and 
beyond weight loss - they feel a lot 
better with various symptoms 
when they improve the quality of 
the food they’re eating.” 

Sam Smith summed it up when 
he posted a picture on Instagram 
of Freer’s bestselling debut book 
Eat. Nourish. Glow., published 
early last year, with the caption: 
“Amelia Freer has helped me 
lose over a stone in two weeks 
and has completely transformed 
my relationship with food... It’s 
not even about weight loss, it’s 
about feeling happy in yourself.” 

She’s not a fan of our reliance 
on sugar - “The amount of ac¬ 
cess we have to sugar now is 



detrimental to our health. It’s 
k so important that people be- 
I come more aware of it” - but 
neither does she like the word 
‘diet’. 

I “I don’t endorse or support 
I any diet. If someone comes to 
me wanting to know about a 
diet, then I’m afraid they’ll be 
I disappointed. Everyone’s too 
I quick to turn things into ex- 
I tremeness and fads, and I think 
[ that’s really disappointing.” 

So is the ‘moderation’ ap¬ 
proach better? 

“I hate that word because it 
frustrates people, but I think we 
have to find balance,” says Freer. 
“Everyone’s different. What 
works for some people doesn’t 
work for others.” 


Fine fantasy food from Fulham

I CAUGHT up with Angus Wat¬ 
son recently. He is our local 
Fulham novelist, author of the 
epic fantasy trilogy set in the 
British Iron Age. The trilogy’s ti¬ 
tles are Age of Iron, published in 
2014, Clash of Iron, released last 
March and his fresh off the press 
latest novel, Reign of Iron. 

Angus tells me his favourite part 
of Fulham is its western edge, 
along the river in Bishop’s Park, on 
a week day. 

It’s peaceful with enough dog 
walkers, toddlers, squirrels, para¬ 
keets, pensioners on mobility 


scooters and joggers to keep it in¬ 
teresting, and looking out from 
below gigantic trees over the tidal 
Thames you can get a real sense of 
the busy history. On weekends it’s 
a bit too busy, with an awful lot of 
lycra and far too many gilets. 

Angus’s favourite recipe is 
Mexican Eggs. It comes from a 
chef called Jade Barton, AKA The 
Gourmet Girl - www.thegourmet- 
girl.co.uk 

Serves four - ingredients 

■ Olive oil, for frying and greasing 

■ 1 red onion, peeled and diced 

■ 1 wide green chilli, e.g. 


jalapeno, or ordinary green chilli if 
unavailable, sliced 

■ Chorizo chopped into pieces 

■ 2 garlic cloves, peeled and finely 
sliced 

■ 1 tsp cumin seeds 

■ 1 x 400g tin chopped tomatoes 

■ 1 x 400g tin cooked black beans, 
drained and rinsed 

■ 4-6 com tortillas, halved 

■ 4 free-range eggs 

■ 50g Cheddar cheese, finely 
grated 

■ 2 pinches of chilli flakes, or to 
taste 

■ Small handful of coriander, 
finely chopped 

■ Sea salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

Method 

1- Preheat the oven to 180°C/gas 
mark 4. 

2 - Place a frying pan over a 
medium heat and add a glug of 
olive oil. Add the onion, chilli and 
garlic with a pinch of salt and pep¬ 
per and saute until tender and dark 
golden, about 6 minutes. Add the 


chorizo, then the cumin and cook 
until aromatic. Stir in the tomatoes 
and gently simmer for 5 minutes. 
Add the beans, heat through for 2 
minutes, then set aside. 

3 - Grease a baking dish with a lit¬ 
tle oil and sprinkle some seasoning 
in the bottom of it. Line the dish 
with the tortillas, overlapping them 
and raising them slightly above the 
edge of the dish. Pour in the tomato 
mixture, then make 4 little wells in 
it. 

4 - Break an egg into a cup, then 
pour it into a well so that the yolk 
sits neatly in the middle. Repeat 
with the remaining eggs. Sprinkle 
over the cheese and chilli flakes 
and season with salt and pepper. 

5 - Place the dish on a shelf two- 
thirds of the way up the oven so 
that the grill (if on) can colour the 
cheese. Bake for 8-10 minutes, or 
until the egg whites are cooked 
through, the yolks mnny and the 
cheese melted and golden. 

6 - Scatter with the coriander be¬ 
fore serving.

Baked 
Guernsey 
Goddess 
with celery 

Serves four 

THIS is not so much a recipe as just a delicious 
way to eat one of my favourite cheeses. 

Guernsey Goddess is one of Blur man Alex 
James’s range and is made by cheesemaker Pete 
Humphries at Whitelake Dairy. 

It’s the closest thing to a Vacherin Mont D’or you 
will find in Britain and the richness of the 
Guernsey cows’ milk and the finish of Temperley 
cider brandy wash means it has a touch of genius 
about it. 

It's delicious served at room temperature, or baked 
as a sharing snack. 

Ingredients 

1-2 Guernsey Goddesses 

4-6 sticks of celery, peeled if necessary 

Method 

Pre-heat the oven to 200C/ gas mark 6. 

Put the Guernsey Goddess into a small, tight- 
fitting, ovenproof pot, cover with a lid or foil, and 
bake for 15-20 minutes, or until the cheese is soft 
and gooey in the middle. 

Leave the celery whole or cut it down into large 
dipping sticks. 

Serve the Goddess on a large serving plate with the 
celery sticks around it and have the second one on 
standby to quickly replenish.

They are 12th, exactly 
halfway in the second 
division, 13 points off 
the play-off positions 
and 14 above the 
relegation zone. 

This season is 
effectively now a write¬ 
off, hopes of promotion 
via the play-offs surely 
now extinguished. It’s 
all about preparing for 
next season. 

Three managers, Chris 
Ramsey, Neil Warnock 
and now Jimmy Floyd 
Hasselbaink, have 
tried - and largely 
failed - to galvanise a 
depleted team still 
suffering the fall-out of 
relegation from the 
Premier League last 
May. 

With Financial Fair 
Play constraints hanging 
over them, QPR are 
having to sift through 
bargain discount shelves 
at football’s equivalent 
of Lidl rather than shop 
at Waitrose. 


It’s going to take time 
for an inexperienced 
young manager such as 
Hasselbaink to turn 
things around at Loftus 
Road. Like most of the 
players at his limited 
disposal, the former 
Burton Albion boss is 
still learning the ropes at 
this level and shouldn’t 
be judged until he has 
had a full close season, 
followed by a league 
campaign, to fully stamp 
his mark on the club. 

Spectacular 

It’s a sign of the time 
that R’s needed a goal 
by Matt Phillips three 
minutes into time added 
on to salvage a 1-1 draw 
at second-from-bottom 
Bolton Wanderers on 
Saturday. In a game of 
very few opportunities, 
it took a spectacular 
long-range shot from 
Bolton’s Zach Clough 
midway through the 
second half to open the 


scoring. 

Hasselbaink said: “We 
knew from the start that 
it’d be a test physically. 
So we had to come here 
and be stubborn. 

“In the first half we 
didn’t really create much. 
But in the second half we 
tried to be a little bit 
more positive - even 
though it was still 
difficult. 

“They scored a 
‘worldy’ goal. At the end 
of the day, you’re not 
going to concede goals 
like that every week. 

“What was important 
was the reaction after 
that. We kept believing 
that we could come back. 

“We have individuals 
who can make things 
happen. It’s a shame that 
we couldn’t score earlier. 
James Perch had an 
excellent chance in the 
second half. If that had 
gone in, it probably 
would have opened the 
game up - we could have 
gone on to make it 2-0, 
3-0.” 

He added: “It wasn’t a 
classic. It was two teams 
trying to find their way, 
who couldn’t really do 


that. Both teams had 
different game-plans. 

“For us, now, we just 
want to improve 
match after match. We 
want to make sure that 
we turn up every game. 
We want to put some 
foundations down. 

“I think we’ve got 
enough creativity. We 
had enough creativity 
out on the pitch today. 

“Bolton defended 
well but I will say if 
that is the case, then 
our creative players 
need to find another 
niche, another space. 
You have to do 
something different. 

“However, we are 
getting there. It’s not 
going to happen in one 
week, or in two. We are 
working hard but there 
is a lot to be done. 

“The reaction of my 
players after going a 
goal down today was 
good - and that’s a 
positive sign for me.” 

After Tuesday’s visit 
to promotion-chasing 
Sheffield Wednesday, 
played after LWN Sport 
went to press, R’s 
return to W12 on 
Saturday to face 
Birmingham City.

Charlton hit a post, while Andy 
Lonergan was much the busier of the 
two keepers for most of the first 
period.

Slavisa Jokanovic was forced into 
making a tactical switch at half-time 
that paid full dividends.

It's probably my mistake, we 
tried to play from the middle. 

Better football 

"I'killed'(full-backs) Ryan Fredericks 
and Luke Garbutt and didn't find the 
right position for them. We scored 
the goal in the first 45 minutes but I 
wasn't so happy, so decided to 
switch the structure and we played 
better football in the second 45 
minutes. 

"After winning 3-0, after getting a 
clean sheet, after scoring a set-piece 
goal, we can be satisfied with our 
performance today and what we 
offered for our supporters in our 
stadium." 

It was just the response and result 
the Serb had been looking for after 
the previous 3-0 midweek defeat at 
Blackburn Rovers, where Jokanovic 
felt the need afterwards to apologise 
to the travelling fans for his team's 
"lack of desire".

Focus on Craven Cottage

Classy Cairney one to watch 


T OM Cairney is rapidly emerging as one 
of the best young prospects in 
England's second tier and if he 
maintains his current impressive form, 
Fulham will face a battle to keep him at 
Craven Cottage. 

Cultured Cairney, signed from Blackburn 
Rovers last summer in a reported £3m deal, is 
one of the best passers of the ball in the 
Championship and possesses a magical wand 
of a left foot. 

Now he has started to add goals to his 
undoubted all round quality. 

Fulham have done well to get him under 
contract until at least the summer of 2019. 

But if he can consistently reproduce his 
current form in the weeks and months ahead, 
bigger clubs than Fulham will inevitably be 
watching his progress with increasing interest. 

The 25-year-old followed his recent strike in 
the victory at Queens Park Rangers with a brace 
in Saturday's 3-0 home win against Charlton 
Athletic, as Whites extended their recent 
successful record in London derbies. 

Struggling Charlton, who made most of the 
running and created the more promising 


moments of the first half, were unfortunate to 
go behind to a rising Cairney strike that found 
the roof of the net from 12 yards via his weaker 
right foot. 

He admitted afterwards:"I didn't really know 
too much about it, especially as I hit it with my 
standing leg. But, yeah, it was a great feeling to 
hit the net today." 

Swashbuckling 

Defender Michael Madl celebrated his home 
debut by heading Fulham's second goal from 
just four yards out - where was the Charlton 
keeper? - following a Ross McCormack corner 
from the left, before Cairney completed the 
team's swashbuckling second half performance 
with a more customary left-foot volley from 20 
yards that dipped and nestled inside the far 
corner at the Hammersmith end. 

"As soon as it was in the air I knew what I was 
going to do, although most of the time it 
doesn't go in like it did today. As soon as I hit it I 
knew I had a chance," he added. 

"I always believe we will score goals. At one 
point we were the highest scorers in the league, 


and yet in the bottom half, which doesn't really 
make sense. I suppose everybody gets value for 
money when they come and watch us!" 

Cairney's second goal was Fulham's 50th in 32 
league games this season - an impressive tally 
matched only by second-placed Burnley. 
However, the stark difference is that Whites 
have conceded more than twice as many as the 
Clarets (53 compared to 26). 

For Austrian newcomer Madl, his goal and the 
result held extra significance. Speaking to the 
official website (www.fulhamfc.com), he said: 
"My parents and brother were watching me for 
the first time here, so it was a special moment 
for me. 

"It was a great feeling to play for the first time 
here at Craven Cottage. To score is a special 
feeling for me, because I'm not a goal-getter 
like Rossco (Ross McCormack) or Moussa 
(Dembele), so it was a great feeling. We're all 
very happy to take a win." 

How Fulham managed to keep their first clean 
sheet since mid-October owed more to luck 
than the quality of the home side's defending.

So does Mikel want Hiddink to stay? 

“Obviously I want him to stay,” he said. “I mean, it’s 
the choice of the owner and the club but if you speak 
to the players, then 99 per cent want him to stay. We 
are very happy and performing well, so let’s hope he 
continues.” 

Hiddink has lost only two games over his two spells 
as manager of Chelsea. 

“It depends on Guus as well, if he wants to stay,” 
Mikel continued. 

“He has said a few times that he is here until the end 
of the season but you never know, he might change his 
mind. And if the club want to appoint him, then fair 
enough. But his record speaks volumes for his ability.” 

Back in 2009, the players were trying to get him to 
stay. Will the same happen this season? 

“Yeah, I remember, let’s hope he stays,” said Mikel. 
“I have never seen him get angry. I think that when he 
gets upset, he tries to clear the air straight away. 

“He speaks to whoever is involved and lets them 
know what went wrong. He lets you know that this 
football club is bigger than anyone. He sets the record 
straight and does not hold grudges. He treats us as 
professional footballers.” 

Revitalised 

Hiddink’s influence and impact upon the side is 
perhaps most evident in the revitalised form of Diego 
Costa. The Spain striker set Blues on their way to 
Sunday’s thrashing of youthful Man City with the 
opener in the 35th minute. Although Faupala levelled 
two minutes later, second-half goals by Willian, Cahill, 
Hazard and Bertrand Traore completed the rout. 

“It takes a lot to get Diego into a good mood,” Mikel 
added. 

Looking ahead to the FA Cup quarter-final at Everton 
(to be played across the weekend of March 11-14), 
Blues’ holding midfielder knows that it will be a tough 
game with a lot of spice thrown in. 

“I think it’s a tough game. It’s always tough playing 
Everton, especially up there. 

“I wouldn’t say there is bad blood between the two 
sides but it’s sometimes very, very physical. I would 
not say it crosses the line but it’s very difficult.
